More pennies have 
to be paid out in a big city post office 
than are received.

two-cent stamp 
and tender a b i l l to be changed. 
It is 
this sort of 
thing that makes big in­ 
roads on the cent supply. 
A treasury 
official, 
in 
speaking a 
few days ago of the way the litte red 
cents disappear and of the constant de­ 
mand for them, said th a t there was al­ 
ways a big demand for them from ail 
parts of the country, and while there 
is no scarcity in coins of this denomin­ 
ation it takes a lot of m inting to keep 
the demand equal to the supply. 
"During 
the last calendar year,” he 
said, " w*e put into circulation 
about 
70,500,000 pennies, and the average year­ 
ly output is about 65,000,000. Beginning 
with August, the mint in Philadelphia 
which I# the only mint where pennies 
are coined, beglng to turn them out by 
the millions to

demand for 
the fall and holiday trade. We have 
greatly increased our facilities for coin 
lug pennies,

"Pennies disappear like pins—no one 
knows where they go, but they go, as 
may be Judged when it is remembered 
that we have coined in all 10,600,000,000 
pennies.

than nickel, as they are made of an al­ 
loy of 75 per cent, copper arid 25 per 
cent, nickel.

system .

the R om an ch un !) to help the Jesu it 
m issionaries lo prosecute their w ork 
In w h a t is now New .Mexico and C ali­ 
fornia. 
The Jesu its were expelled front 
Hpanlah dominions In 1767 and all of 
their property, including this fund, was 
taken by tho crown, the 
fund 
being 
af (et w ard adm inistered by t he F r a n ­ 
ciscans. 
Tho fund passed 
u nder 
tho 
control of Mexico when that country 
sc* ut tai independence from Hpaln, the 
property was aolil 
and 
the 
Mexican 
governm ent 
held 
the 
proceeds 
b u t 
agreed to pay the church 6 per cent, 
interest. 
W hen Upper C alifornia w as 
ceded to the United Blate* th© Interest 
stopped, and in 1868 the church a u th o r­ 
ities m ade a claim for the arrears.

commission w as appointed to hear the 
case a n d the church w as aw ard ed a 
little over ♦900,(KH) which was paid by 
Mexico In 1869.

Hon. Oliver Wendell Holmes, ch ief ju s ­ 
tice of the su p rem e co u rt* of M a s s a c h u ­ 
setts, to bo an associate ju stice cfi tho 
United S ta te s suprem e court, 
vice Mr. 
Justice G ray, resigned. 
The resig n atio n of Justice G ray w a s due 
to 
ill health. 
Several m o n th s a g o he 
suffered a stro k e of 
apoplexy, 
which, 
some tim e tater, was followed by another. 
He h as not appeared on the b en ch since 
he wun strick e n the Hist time. 
H is a d ­ 
vanced age, 74 years, told a g a in s t his 
recovery w ith serious force. 
Realizing t h a t he probably never would* 
be able again to assum e the place w hich 
h*- so long had filled with d istinguished 
ability an d honor, he decided a sh o rt tim e 
ago to ten d er hts resignation to the presi­ 
dent. 
W ith the exception of Mr. J u s ­ 
tice H arlan , he served on the ben ch of 
the United S ta te s supreme court longer 
than an y of his presort colleagues. 
H e 
was appointed un associate ju stice 
by 
President A r th u r on Dec. 19, 1881, his s e r ­ 


vice extending, th erefo re, through a p eri­ 
od of nearly 21 years. 
Judge Holm es, w hom the president h a s 
selected us Mr. Ju stice G ray’s successor, 
is one of the m o st distinguished law y ers 
and jurists of M assachusetts. 
His career on th e bench, particularly aa 
chief justice of 
th e M assachusetts s u ­ 
preme court, h a s a ttra c te d wide a t t e n ­ 
tion. 
Like J u s tic e Gray' he Is a n a tiv e 
of M assach u setts a n d is the son of th e 
late Dr. Oliver W endell Holmes.

He swore th at on Friday afternoon, Au­ 
gust I, he saw Frank Higgins, aged 16. 
kill Doherty, tiring four shots at him 
and then pounding him on the head with 
the revolver butt. 
Goodspeed and Hig­ 
gins were under arrest on suspicion of 
being implicated in the crime 
On Satur­ 
day last Goodspeed told the police all, 
but they kept the story 
back until the 
inquest was resumed last night. 
Good­ 


speed said he and Higgins and Doherty 
went to the park to get berries. 
Then 
he heard four shots and Doherty cried 
•'Mv God. Higgle, you've shot me." Hig­ 
gins raised his hand to hit Doherty with 
the weapon. 
Doherty tried to catch the 
revolver, but sank, fell on his back and 
said to Ids slayer “ If you go and get a 
doctor. I I I swear It was an accident." 
Good sp* cd says Higgins then 
struck 
Doherty live blows with the revolver han­ 
dle on the head. 
Doherty fell back dead. 
They then covered the body and came 
back to their homes. 
Goodspeed said 
that two or three weeks ago Higgins sug­ 
gested that he help him kill Doherty. 
The coroner’s Jury brought In a verdict 
of murder, charging F rank Higgins with 
the crim e.

street, 
their 
present location. 
A lthough s ta rtin g In a very hum ble 
way, by paying close atten tio n to b u s­ 
iness and alw ays giving entire s a tis ­ 
faction to th e ir p atrons, they have been 
more th an successful and now' employ 
16 stone cu tters, an d have the larg est 
yard 
perhaps in 
Middlesex 
county. 
T hey a re certainly progressive and to ­

BOSTON, Aug. US.—The long-continued 
blaring in connection with the injunction 
sought by the m aster brewers against 
the brewery w orkers’ union, the Ameri­ 
can Federation of l^tbor, the Boston Cen­ 
tral labor union and kindred bodies was 
concluded yesterday afternoon, at 3 3u in 
the superior court, before 
Samuel K. 
Hammon, sitting us muster. 
The arguments of William Schofield, 
counsel for the labor unions, and I. R. 
Clark, of counsel representing the m as­ 
ter brewers, had taken the entire day, 
Mr. Schofield 
speaking ut the forenoon 
session and Mr. Clark in the afternoon. 
At the clivee of the argum ents counsel 
on both sides submitted requests for rul­ 
ings em b o liy lug the main points made in 
the speeches of counsel. 
The requests 
were privately submitted, 
but 
counsel 
urged the master if possible to make his 
teport to the superior court in season to 
have tho case argued before the court by 
Thursday or Friday, 
in the course of 
his argument Mr. 
Clark aimed that if the labor unions ex­ 
pected that the men who had been taken 
into the breweries to carry on the work 
after the strike was ordered should be 
discharge d by the brewers as a basis of 
compromise they were making u great 
mistake aa the brewers will never con­ 
sent to such i i course 
lie advised that 
the labor unions should lift the boycott 
off the breweries as the first step toward 
any agreement. 
Mr, Schofield said the unions were 
a 
combination of trades unions and down to 
th*- first of April of this year the Boston 
breweries were union brawler!** 
The 
dispute arose on the nutation of the con 
tract, and turned wholly on tho discharge 
clause. 
There Is a feeling of suspicion and dis­ 
trust, the union men being afraid to sign 
a cc ntrnct under which the 
employer 
might discharge a man simply because 
he was a union man. 
The question is us to what tire defend­ 
ants have done, either us individuals or 
as members of unions, and the distinction 
between the acts of the defendants us in­ 
dividuals and as members of the union 
should also be kept In mind. 
Mr. Schofield said that instead »f boing 
criticised for th tlr aition, the strikers 
deserved the encomium* of the public and 
the court for having conducted the strike 
with such moderation, calmness and such 
an absence of violence. 
He claimed that 
the 
saloon keepers 
were not In a great many Instances free 


agents In the action they took, as many 
of them hud their places mortgaged to 
tho brewers with whom they did business 
and were not, therefore, in a position to 
retain the union cards in their plucss, 
ever. when they may have desired to do 
so. 
Mr. ^chorioid contended that even the 
evidence for the plaintiffs established the 
fact that the men had conducted 
the 
str'ke with an utter absence of crime, 
coercion or Hlcgul persuasion aud that 
wherever the liquor dealers decided to 
take the side of the unions it was be­ 
cause their business interests demanded 
that they should do so. 
lie closed by asking the master to re­ 
port to the court that no case had been 
made out which w'ould w arrant the g ra n t­ 
ing of an Injunction, aud that the labor 
unions were perfectly within their right 
In taking the course they bud taken. 
Mr. Clark, in opening for the brewers’ 
stated that one thing was apparent in 
all the mass of testimony, that 1400 men 
h.td gone on strike In the Boston brew 
i tics on April 3. 
They are still idle. A 
mere shadow he said, divides these peo­ 
ple, a shadow which 
as no foundation. 
There la no occasion 
for it. It simply 
arises because the brewery workmen are 
too stiff necked, and some, if not all, of 
the defendants, are responsible for th ai 
attitude. 
The Interests of the working men, as 
well a* the 
brewers, 
and 
to even 
a 
greater 
extent, 
he 
said, 
demand 
that the difference be 
settled. And that 
tan b**st be brought about by the Inter­ 
position of the court 
All that is needed 
is to put a stop to the illegal actions 
which lie claimed the defendant* have 
been guilty of. 
The boycott, he said. is unknown to the 
defendants, but it ta known aud under­ 
stood by every other person In the com­ 
munity. 
He pointed to the printing of 
the notices In Hie newspaper, the limner 
Zttltung. as a proof thut the work of the 
unions meant an illegal combination. 
It 
simply meant saying to the saloon keep­ 
ers. "Unless you boycott the brewers, we 
will boycott you '* 
"Thee* master brewers will allow every 
brewery in Boston to rot to their founda­ 
tion," said Mr, Clark, "before they will 
break their moral obligations to keep em ­ 
ployed the men who went to work for 
them In order that they may be enabled 
to carry on their business. 
if these men 
cherish the Id*a that the men who went 
to walk In the breweries must 
t*e dta- 
c Winged as a preliminary to a settlement 
of this dispute, let them abandon it now, 
fee a never will be done." 
Mr. t ’luri* maintained that the purpose 
of the unions was to maintain an active 
boycott oil Bouton beer, as wa* shown by 
the tact that tho boycott wa* autered on 


within IO days of the start of he strike. 
Placing Boston beer on the "unfair list." 
he said, was tantam ount to instituting a 
boycott, a* every' labor man in the country 
knew what the phrase meant a* applied 
to a product. 
He then dwelt on the fines and expul­ 
sions from the unions for various alleged 
offences, and said thut wa* the appli­ 
cation of coercion by the members of the 
unions to enforce their mandate. 
Mr Chirk asked the master to say th a t 
the master brewers had proved their case 
a id shown that there were good ground* 
why an injunction should issue. 
The m aster then took the case under 
advisement, and will 
probably present 
hi* report to the court later iii the week.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y„ Aug. ^ . - P r e s i ­ 
dent Roosevelt late yesterday afternoon 
announced that he had appointed 
the 
Hon. Oliver Wendell Holmes, chief Jus­ 
tice of tile supreme court of M assachu­ 
setts, to be an associate justice of th© 
United States supreme court, 
vice Mr. 
Justice Gray, resigned. 
The resignation of Justice Gray was due 
to 
IU health. 
Several months ugo he 
suffered a stroke of 
apoplexy, which, 
some time later, was followed by another. 
He ha* not appeared on the bench since 
he was stricken the first time. 
His ad­ 
vanced age, 74 years, told against his 
recovery with serious force. 
Realizing that he probably never would 
be able again to assume the place which 
he so long had filled with distinguished 
ability and honor, he decided a short time 
ago to tender his resignation to the presi­ 
dent. 
With the exception of Mr. Ju s­ 
tice Harlan, he served on the bench of 
the United States supreme court longer 
than any of his present colleagues. 
He 
was appointe! an associate justice 
by 
President A rthur on Dec. 19, 1881, his ser­ 


vice extending, therefore, through a peri­ 
od of nearly 21 years. 
Judge Holmes, whom the president has 
selected as Mr. Justice Gray’s successor, 
is one of the most distinguished lawyers 
and jurists of Massachusetts. 
His career on the bench, particularly as 
chief Justice of 
the Massachusetts su­ 
preme court, has attracted wide atten ­ 
tion. 
Like Justice Gray he is a native 
of M assachusetts and is the son of th# 
late Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes.

This is the reason the soldier keeps 
his woolen-covered canteen wet in hot 
weather. 
A wet woolen garment dis­ 
poses of the surplus heat and leaves 
the body cool, while a wet linen g a r­ 
ment leaves t h e . body cold, thus sud­ 
denly closing the pores, stopping the 
exudations and turning them back tp 
overtask some other organ or to sow 
the seeds of 
disease in the hum an 
system.

recovery with serious force. 
Realizing that he probably never would 
be able again to assume the place which 
in* so long had filled with distinguished 
a1 Pity anti honor, he decided a short time 
ago to tender his resignation to the presi­ 
dent. 
W ith the exception of Mr. Jus­ 
tice Harlan, he served on the bench of 
the United States supreme court longer 
than any of his present colleagues.
